The talk is scheduled for 3 May and I 
intend to travel to Kansas City late on 2 May where I will be met and 
escorted to Fort Leavenworth. Accommodations will be provided there at 
no cost to CIA. CIA has, however, been asked to pay for the plane 
ticket to and from Kansas City, but there should be no additional cost. 

I have recently talked to LTC Farmer by phone and told him I will 
call again on 30 April to inform him of my arrival time. I also asked 
him whether there would be allied officers in the class. He replied 
yes, but stated that I cogld have a separate and unclassified session 
with them if I wished to give a classified briefing to the class. I 
told him this was helpful 'because of the difficulty in briefing and 
answering questions from the audience without referring in a general way 
to classified information. I stated that the lecture could be handled 
at the confidential level.
